Turn On the Light. 


It may be well for some people, and 


also for others, if they will read care- 
fully the following extract from a speech 
delivered by President Cleveland, at 
Ogdenslmrg, N. Y., ou Octobers, 1883. 
The speech had reference mainly to. the 
selection of candidates at the primaries, 
but the last paragraph has'Jso 'much 
meat in it that if the President holils 
tlie same views to day, as he did then, 
some of tlie people who are now seeking 
appointment at his hands, might.'as well 
liaug up their lidJle and bow, too', unless 
lie is prevented from knowing anything 
about them, and takes the word of an- 
other, as to their "habits and rela- 
tions:" 


"I have heard it said that a farm or 


business never does better than when 
managed by its owner. So it is with 
jour government. It accomplishes its 
purpose and operates well only when it 
is managed by the people and for the 
people. It was designed and constructed 
to be used in just this way. Xone of 
you would attempt to turn tlie soil of a 
held without putting a strong hand on 
the plow. A plow was constructed to 
be thus operated, and it can do its work 
in no other way. The machinery of the 
government will not do its work unless 
ihe strong, steady hands of the people 
are put upon it. This is not done when 
the people say that politics is a dissrace- 
lul game, and should be left untouched 
by those who have private concerns and 
business which engages their attention. 


• Ihis neglect serves to give over the 


most important interest to those who 
care but little for their protection and 
are willing to betray their trust for 
their own advantage. 
Manifestly, in 


this matter, the people can only act 
through agents of their selection. But 
that selection should be freely and intel- 
ligently made by the careful exercise ot 
their suffrages. 1 have said that this 
duty should not be neglected. All can- 
not personally know tlie applicants for 
olhce; but, by careful inquiry, their 
characters for fair dealing and honesty 
and the manner in which they have ful- 
filled the ordinary duties of life mav be 
discovered, as well as tne ability they 
have shown in tlie management of their 
own affaire. 


"Do their neighbors and those who 


know them well trust them, and are 
they willing to put in their hands im- 
portant interests ? Are their personal 
habits and their personal relations good 
. ind pure, and clean? 1 believe that in 
the selection of those who shall act for 
the people in the government no better 
i ule can be adopted than those suggested 
by these inquiries. If they are ans- 
wered satisfactorily, 
the people will 


probably conclude that they have found 
the iiieu they wish to put in public 
places, even I bough they lack a knowl- 
edge ot the arts and wiles which trick- 
sters use lo deceive and mislead."

"The introduction of the new stamps 


though not designed primarily for that 
oliject, will prove to be a revenue meas- 
ure ot the highest importance to the 
I>u lilic service. Tlie net proli ts to be de- 
rived from their issue, that is, the extra 
amount beyond the ordinary revenue 
what would have resulted from the sale 
and use only of ordinary stumps, may be 
fairly placed at .¥2,500,000. 


The history of the printing of these 


stamps is interesting. The lastcontract, 
extending over four years, for the print- 
ing of the regular postage stamps, was 
given on a bid of 7.4-3 cents per 1,000, in- 
cluding plates and everything else, the 
stamps being handed over to the Govern- 
ment ready to be wet and stuck upon 
letters and other mail matter. These 
bids are always advertised, and the con- 
tracts given to the lowest responsible 
bidder. When he came to jet his 
World's Fair picture stamps [ranted, 
Mr. Wanamaker did not advertise, but 
gave the contract to the American Bank 
Note Company at the enormous bid of 17 
cents per thousand, agreeing to take not 
less than 3,000,000,000 of them. The 
Columbian stamps wereafailure. After 
the novelty wore off, they were repudi- 
ated by merchants generally, and it be- 
came apparent at once thiit there was to 
lie a surplus of the stamps if the Bank 
Not* company were to hold the Govern- 
ment to the contract made; and the se- 
quence would be a big loss to the Gov- 
ernment.

The late depreciation of land values in 


tlie tliickly settled sections of the East 
and their rise in the sparsely settled sec- 
tions of the West present an anomaly to 
be explained only by the cheapening 
rates of transportation, which places the 
Western product at the dock for foreign 
shipment as cheaply as that grown in its 
immediate vicinity. It costs no more 
to-day to move a carload of freight from 
Minneapolis to New York, a distance of 


1,400 
miles, than it cost twenty-five years 


ago to move a carload of freight from 
Rochester to New York, a distance of 
."74 miles. Again, on land worth $.5 per 
acre in Minnesota the interest per acre 
at 7 per cent, is 35 cents per annum 
The interest on land in New York at 
850 per acre is $3.50, a difference of S3. Jo 
Now, for this $3.15 you can ship the 
crop from one acre of land in Minnesota 
to Liverpool, England. 


From a comparison of values of farm 


lands in the United States, and taken in 
1870 andl880.it will be found during 
that decade that, while Colorado advanc- 
ed $21,723,475, Vermont declined «30,- 
041,065; that while Dakota advanced 
820,315,819, New Jersey declined «GO,- 
fi27,543; that while California advanced 
$120,811,254, Pennsylvania declined 967,- 
702,172; that while Kansas advanced 
$144,851,896, New York declined $216,- 
081,025. If the figures were at hand for 
1890, 
they would show a still greater de-

ant summer eveniugs-the managers 
would be amply warranted in counting 
upon a much larger attendance, for now 
the rush of the thousands who have put 
olt visiting the fair has begun and will 
he kept up until the time of closing 
There is no reason to doubt that on Oct- 
ober 9th, the anniversary of the great 
Chicago fire, Chicago will be open for 
congratulations upon the freedom from 
debt of the greatest fair that the world 
has ever seen. That is not saying that 
the fair will be made to pay directly as 
an enterprise, but even though it should 
wind up with a showing of gigantic losses 
Chicago may continue to be proud of it, 
and has earned the respect of the country 
for the energy aud pluck and the grand 
ideas that were so magnilicently realized 
in that wonderful White City. 


The amount of the debt that is thus to 


be paid off in nine days is *l,92.j,000 
mostly in bonds which were sold to raise 
money to complete the fair after all the 
capital stock and government appropria- 
tions had been exhausted. 


Chicago may be excused for a good 


e al of breezy talk on the anniversary of 
her great flre aud the announcement of 
the final freedom of her great fair from 
the last of its load of debt. It may well 
be doubted whether any other city could 
have produced such a fair, not only be- 
cause of tha local facilities for establish- 
ing the buildings with water communi- 
cation, but also because of the fact that 
the West was back of Chicago in this 
enterprise, and was equally bent upon 
showing tlie world this evidence of the 
vigor and resources of their half of the 
country. The principle of booming was 
at the bottom of it all. 


The whole West took an interest in 


the fair as a western enterprise, and 
mouths before the opening, when the 
East was regarding the project with luke- 
warm or cynical interest, the papers in 
every city and village of the West were 
printing columns and pa_;es about it and 
could not give their readers enough of it.

Wheat For Horses. 


Professor Henry, an English scientist, 


has been investigating the comparative' 
value of wheat as food for horses. It is 
reported that a Sheffield cab owner used 
for a time wheat bread to feed his hor- 
ses. Ue found the results most satisfac- 
tory, and only discontinued its use be- 
cause the horses were robbed of their 
bread by their attendants. 
Professor 


Henry concludes that it is entirely un- 
necessary to make the wheat into bread 
Tue danger in feeding wheat arises from 
the fact that the tood is too concen- 
trated, being without husks, aud is 
likely, unless great care is taken, to de- 
range the digestion. 


This dilliculty is, however, easily over- 


come by mixing the chopped wheat with 
chopped tod.ier or hay, dampened jnst 
is many persons mix bran. It is recom- 
mended that tne wheat to be fed to hor- 
ses should be crushed or ilattened. 
Professor Ilemy considers wheat as ap- 
proacliing the neaiea perfection for 
stock food ot any of the grains, and it 
may well be doubled whether it is not 
cheaper than com or oats when there is 
a larger diltereiice between Uie prices 
than exists at present. 
Advices re- 


ceived indicate that a great deal ot 
wheat is now b^iiig used for this pur- 
pose, but the indications are that it will 
not be long before the condition of the 
market will put a stop to the practic. 
The probable results-ill be that Europe 
will get a great portion of our surplus at 
the prevailing low prioes, and our own 
people later ou will have to pay more 
for their bread. This is one of the effects 
of the operations ot bulls and bears in 
the breadatulTs market, livery effort is 
made to keep down prices until after the 
farmers'necessities have compelled him 
to market his crop.

veloping agricultural resources which 
tend to cheapen. Russia has also pur- 
sued the same policy over vast tracts of 
lund. These causes tend to develop the 
farming industry in all these countries 
with an artificial growth. 


Our lands have been cheapened by this 


low rate of freight and overproduction, 
the same as the rate of interest has been 
lowered in this country by laying cables 
that reach immense sums of money at a 
low rate of interest in London, Paris, 
Berlin and Holland. When the cables 
were established the legal rate of inter- 
est in New York was seven per cent. 
To-day it is six per cent, and will soon 
be five. Whenever a scarcity of money 
arises a cable transfer from tbe cheapest 
market tends to make the rate uniform, 
and consequently continually lowers the 
rate of interest. 


In the same manner the immense lines 


of domestic telegraph and railroads 
which have brought our country closer 
together in all its parts, combined with 
good banking facilities and a uniform 
currency, have solidified it and gradual- 
ly affected the rate of interest in every 
State by the easy communication with 
New York. So this overproduction and 
cheap freights, like the swingof a mighty 
pendulum, first shrunk the value of 
lauds in the East, is now beginning to be 
felt in the West, and if, by tho stimulus 
of irrigation, the area of production is 
still further enlarged, will again in time 
react upon the East. 


Let it be borne in miud that I am not 


speaking against cheap transportation, 
for the dependence ot the East upon it 


adapting themselves gradually—the con- 
ditions presented by a rapidly increasing 
population in our cities, which demands 
something more from our farms than 
wheat and corn. These conditions will 
compel a diversification of farm products 
—a tendency already well started—and 
all our improved agricultural lands will 
be needed in furnishing those various 
products which our own people consume 
in greater and greater proportions each 
year. 


Our State population is increasing at 


the rate of a hundred thousand people a 
year. We now average 130 pet-sous to 
the square mile. In England the aver- 
age is nearly 500. We can reasonably 
look forward to as great a density of 
population. That means greater econ- 
omy in the use of our lands and better 
prices for them. It means more work 
for farmers aud more money. It means 
agricultural prosperity instead of agri- 
cultural distress. The sooner our farm- 
ers generally will thoroughly readjust 
themselves to changed conditions the 
sooner their lands will recover their 
value and the greater will be the rewards 
for their efforts. 


The Man of the Wheel. 


Whatever other i eputations the expo- 


sition at Chicago may establish, says the 
Iftruw of Keucv'i, it will have brought 
a generous and just measure of fame to 
a young engineer, whose daring and bril- 
liant exploit has alieadyset him far in 
the front rank oE the engineers of Amer- 
ica, if not of the world. This is George 
Washington Gale Ferris, the inventor, 
113 he may be properly called, of the great 
Ferris wheel, who is not over 35 years of 
age. There are few among those who 
attend the world's fair who do not visit 
this huge and curious mechanism, few 
who do not pause I o wonder and to mar- 
vel at its bulk, its symmetry and its tre- 
mendous strength. But it is the mem- 
bers of Mr. Ferris' own profession who 
best realize the full measure of his 
achievement. 


For, after all its spectacular qualities 


ire dismissed, the wheel is the triumph 
of modern eugineering. It brings into 
)lay a new mechanical principle, and ex- 
hibits the almost limitless possibilities of 
teel construction. When one considers 
all the problems which its building in- 
folved, the absolute perfection of its de- 
ign, the massive strength of its slender 
nd apparently frail contour, that much 
f it was wholly experimental and that 


was built against the judgment of 


many of the ablest engineers of the Unit- 
d States, it would seem that there is no 
feat, no possibility of mechanics so great 
that between Bessemer and a genius' 
brain it may not one day be realized. 


The Coal Product Next. 


Over three thousand acres of laud have 


been bought at Ashtabula by agents of 
the Standard Oil Cornjiany. That city 
is the great iron ore receiving port oil 
Lake Erie. The purchase means the 
practical utilization at that place of the 
ore product of the Standard syndicate, 
an ownership and product which has se- 
cured for the Standard almost a com- 
plete monopoly. 


The Standard now controls the oil 


product aud oil market of this country. 
Its power in and through the oil trade 
sweeps from ocean to ocean. By the 
erection of an enormous steel plant at 
Ashtabula aud the consumption thereof 
its own ore product it hopes to control 
the steel industry of this country just as 
it now directs the crude aud refined oil 
trade. Next in turn we will find its 
hands laid upon the anthracite mines of 
Pennsylvania, a discovery we will make 
- as is generally the case with the manip- 
ulations of the Standard after the con- 
spiracy has culminated. 


The Standard is the most insolent and 


most powerful monopoly in existence in 
this country. It defies law and pollutes 
the officers of the law. It has grown 
rich through law breaking and corrup- 
tion. It tramples upon the statutes of 
this state without fear and does not even 
care to conceal its contempt for law- 
makers or enforcers of the law. When 
shall its dreadful power be stayed and 
what brave hand shall bring its head 
low ?

a revolving mechanism as perfect as the 
pinion wheel of an Elgin watch, began 
to turn on its 70-ton axis, and has been 
turning, without let or hindrance, with- 
out crick or crack, ever since.

might be considered as typifying the

There are really two wheels^ 
one builtSO feet within the other. These 
are joined by truss wock, such as is used 
in our finest bridge construction. Be- 
yond all that, the wheel develops to a 
degree hitherto never realized the capac- 
ities of a tension spoke. The wheel is 
not only a perfect pinion wheel, but a 
tension wheel as well, and these, says 
Mr. Ferris, may be regarded as the chief 
jx>int3. It is as perfect a pinion wheel as 
the little wheel that goes flicking back 
and forth in your watch. In all that im- 
mense diameter there is less deflection 
iroportionately, from a true circle, than 
rom the pinion wlieel of the most per- 
'ect watch made. This is due to the fact 
that it has, instead of stiff spokes, the 
-ension or jointed spokes. When Mr. 
Ferris first proposed to build a tension 
wheel of this diameter the feat was re- 
garded as impossible. It was held that 


the best hammer that's made. My only 
care is to make a perfect hammer. 1 
make just as many of them as people 
want and no more, and I sell them at a 
fair price. If folks don't want to pay 
me what they're worth, they're wel- 
come to buy cheaper ones somewhere 
else. 
My wants are few, and I'm 


ready anytime to go back to my black- 
smith's shop. That's where I worked 
40 years ago, before I thought about 
making hammers. Then I bad a boy to 
blow my bellows; now I have 115 men. 


"Do you see them over there wateh- 


ing the hammers cook over the charcoal 
furnace, as your cook, if she knows what 
she's about, watches chops broiling? 
Each of my hammers is hammered out 
of a piece of iron and is tempered under 
the inspection of an experienced man. 
Every handle is seasoned three years or 
until there is no shrink left in it. Once 
I thought I could use machinery in 
manufacturing them; now I know that 
a perfect-tool can't be made by machin- 
ery, and every bit of the work is done 
by hand. I've had head carpenters 
think I ought to make their hammers a 
little better than the ones I made for 
their men. I say to 'em all, I can't 
make any bettor ones. When I make a 
thing, I make it as well as I can, np 
matter who it's for."—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6,1893. 


Editor of-Compilta-: President Cleve- 


and's motive in baring all bis callers 
state the nature of their business to his 
>rivate secretary before being admitted 
» his office has been so grossly misrep- 
resented tbat I present the facts, which 
follow: 


So much of the President's time has 


been occupied in listening to the appeals 
of Congressmen and other prominent 
Democrats for offices for their friends 
that he has found it necessary to stay up 
the greater portion of nearly every 
night in order to perform his more im- 
portant duties. In order to put a stop 
x> this he determined to place the duty 
of choosing all officials upon the mem- 
bers of bis Cabinet, be accepting their 
recommendation as final, and in order 
to save his own time, as well as that of 
lis callers, those who call at the White 
House are required to state the nature 
of then: business to Private Secretary 
Thurber. If it be about a appointment, 
the new rule is explained, and they are 
referred to the member of the Cabinet 
who has jurisdiction of the office wanted; 
if about public business, they are at once 
taken to the President. The change is 
popular with Congressmen, and will 
strike most people as being a sensible 
one. 


The most notable incidents of the sil- 


ver debate in the Senate this week were 
the appeals made by Senators Butler, of 
South Carolina, and Blackburn, of Ken- 
tucky, to the Senate to end the conti o- 
versyby compromise. Although com- 
promise has been talked about privately 
by Senators, this is the first time that it 
has been publicly advocated on the floor 
of the Senate. Senator Voorhees still 
stands out against compromise, and in- 
sists that the bill for unconditional re- 
peal can be passed. 
Predictions are 


freely made that the question will be 
disposed of next week, but the same 
sort of predictions have been made be- 
fore, and it still remains undisposed of. 
The Senate is having more or less diffi- 
culty now in keeping a quorum, and if 
some agreement is not soon reached on 
this 
silver question 
it is doubtful 


whether a quorum can be kept here. 
The senators are tired of the debate, 
and there is no way to force a vote. 


The House need not be idle after the 


vote is taken on the bill lor the repeal 
of the Federal election laws, next week, 
even if the tardiness of the Senate in 
disposing of the silver question prevents 
the recess which many Congressmen 
would like to take, particularly those 
from states in which elections will be 
held this fall. The McCreary substitute 
for the Geary Chinese law has been 
favorably reported to the House from 
the Foreign Committee and can be 
taken up at any time, and the Judiciary 
Committee has reported the Gates bank- 
ruptcy bill to the House. It is probable 
that the Chinese bill will be given the 
prefereuce. 


How much truth there is in the talk 


among Republicans about the Demo- 
cratic members of the House Committee 
on Ways and Means being afraid to 
attack protection may be inferred from 
the following remarks made by a Demo- 
cratic member of that committee: "The 
new tariff bill will be framed on the 
lines la d down by the Chicago platform 
even if it results in the defeat at the polls 
of every Democratic member of the 
committee.

2,500 Lives Lost. 


NhW OBLKAWS, Ctet 8.—The latest ad- 


vices trom the section of the state devastated 
by Snndpy night's storm indicate that tbe 
death-list will reach the apalliog total of 
2500. 


Train crews arriving on the Grand Island 


road report the track covered with debris in 
which dead bodies are profnsely inter- 
mingled, and one nf the passengers asserts 
that he counted no less than eighty-seven 
bodies on his j .urney to this city from that 
part of the destroyed district. The country 
thereabout is a scene ol wreck and devasta- 
tion. 


The trains which reached New Orleans 


last evening brought a number of the 
Bayou Cook survivors to the city, many ol 
them wretchedly attired nnd their faces 
bearing the marks of fearful 
snff.-ring. 


Tony Negovitch, one of Ihe survivors, re- 
poits that eighty-seven bodies had heen 
found there np to the time he left, and from 
intormation volunteered by other arrivals it 
is estimated that 300 people perished on 
Bayon Cook and in that section of the 
country. 


Tbe deaths at others points all tbe way 


from Bayou Cook to Grand Isle and 
Cbrniere will swell the total to more than 
8 500 according to the best information now 
obtainable. At Grand Bayou not less than 
twenty.six perished.

Successful Farming. 


INSTEAD of cultivating too much Ian 


the true system of successful farmin 
is to make an acre double its crop. 1 
do so the manure and fertilizer sliou 
not be spread over a large surface. '. 
does not pay to give a plant only ha 
enough for its support; but rather 
give it all that it needs, as will be th 
case when a small plot receives the ma 
nure. Economy of labor, and a lessen 
ing of the cost in fertilizers, as well a 
larger profits from an acre, will the 
be assured. 


A LITTER of pigs will soon reduce 


sow to a thin condition. When the 
are very young she can take good care 
of them, and provide a sufficiency, bu 
each day's growth of the pigs makes th 
task harder. The pigs should be give 
skimmed milk in the trough, so as tt 
induce them to feed as soon as they are 
old enough. The sow should be fe 
often with ground grain, scalded, an 
all the skimmed milk she will accept, a 
well as given a mess of cut clover hay 
scalded, which she will readily accept. 


No crop is benefitted more by a fin 


seedbed than wheat, though the seed 
more often sowed or drilled on land tha 
is full of lumps or clods. The land fo 
wheat should be harrowed down as fin 
as for turnip seed, and the effects o 
tucli preparation will be noticed in tl 
growth of the wheat. When the soil 
fine the drill docs better work in seeding

A OESEKAI. cleaning up of the 


farm is advantageous from a sanitary 
point of view, and also to better facil- 
itate operations in a systematic manner.

To keep a horse in condition it should 


be kept at work. Tread powers are ex 
cellent for that purpose, as the grain 
mills, f«ed cutters aud fan mills can be 
operate-.] by horse power during the 
winter.

THE cellar is no place to store vege- 


tables, unless it is inspected often aud 
kept clean. Cellars are a nuisance when 
they contain decay matter, and many 
induce disease in the family. If it is 
damp it is better to fill it up entirely, 
lather than to permit it to injure the 
health of the family. The proper place 
for a cellar is under the barn, instead 
of under the dwelling house. 


Recipes. 


Spice Coke Pudding.—Two cups of 


sugar, one cup of butter, one cup of 
sour cream, fonr cups of Hour, four 
eggs, one teaspoonful of soda, seven 
tablespoonfuls of brandy or wine, one 
nutmeg, one tablespoonful of cloves, 
two tablespoonfuls of cinnamon and 
three-quarters of a pound of seeded 
raisins. Bake in a scalloped cake pan, 
and serve with a liquid sauce. 


Brooklyn Cooties."—Three even cups 


of powdered sugar and one full cup of 
butter mixed to a cream; add for eggs 
well beaten, one level teaspoonful of 
soda dissolved in a third of a cap of 
milk, and flour enough fora stiff batter. 
Itoll out thin, cut in rounds, sprinkle 
with granulated sugar and bake. Cara- 
way seed can be added if liked. 


Cream Sauce.—This is one of the 


things one rarely finds perfectly made. 
Those who have tried to make it good 
and failed, I beg to try the following 
method of making it. Take an ounce 
and a half of butter and a scant table- 
spoonful of Hour; mix together to a 
paste; when smooth, add half a pint of 
warm milk, a small teaspoonful of salt, 
and a Uttle white pepper, or a dash of 
cayenne. Set it on the fire, and let it 
boil till it is thick enough to mask the 
lock of a spoon transparently; then add 
a squeeze of lemon juice and another 
ounce and a half of fresh butter; stir 
until quite blended. The sauce is the 
foundation for many others, and for 
some purposes the beaten yolk of an 
fgg is added, when first on the boil. 
Capers, chopped mushrooms, chopped 
celery or oysters may be added, accord- 
ing to the use for which it is intended. 
The object of adding the second butter 
is because boiling takes away the flavor 
of the butter, and by stirring half of 
it in without boiling it, you retain the 
flavor. 
— 


Jffce Pudding.—To a scant cup of rice 


put a cup of cold milk, two ounces of 
butter aud three ounces of sugar, place 
it on the corner of the range to swell 
for an hour, then let it boil up and keep 
it boiling slowly till the rice absorbs 
the milk, stirring constantly to prevent 
burning. When cool, add three well- 
beaten eggs and a little cinnamon, add 
also citron, raisins, currents and candied 
peel to taste (a tumberful of mixed 
fruit i* about right). Put it into a dish 
or mould and bake tor an hour. Serve 
•with wine sauce. It is very good sliced 
cold.

sauce, tbe juice of one lemon, a little 
grated nutmeg and pepper and salt to 
taste. Put it over the fire and make it 
very hot; turn it out and add the beaten 
yolk of one egg. Set away to cool. 
Shape, di,i in egg and cracker crumbs 
;uul fry in boiling fat. 


A Plain Beef Stew.—Take four or 


live pounds of the round of beef and put 
it into water enough to cover it. When 
tbe water has been thoroughly skimmed 
add two turnips, two carrots and two 
onions, chopped small, half a dozen 
cloves and salt and pepper to taste. 
Cover close and boil very gently four or 
live hours. A short time before dinner 
add a teaspoonful of sweet marjoram, 
half a cup of tomato ketchup and a 
tablespoonful of flour wet smooth in cold 
water. This is a very economical dish. 
Tbe beef is very good cold and the soup 
is excellent. 


Jfrcncli, Method of 
Cookiny 
Beef.— 


Take several pounds of lean beef, cut 
from that side of tbe round where the 
llesh is thickest. Do not have it in 
steaks, but thick and square. Lard it 
very fully with strips of fat salt pork, 
tie with a small cord to keep in shape, 
and put il iu a perfectly tight-covered 
tin puil. Put it in without any water, 
and add cue carrot chopped, one-half 
slice of onion chopped, a little celery 
seed (or celery salt) and one half tea- 
spoonful each of sage, sweet marjoram 
and thyme. Cover the pail in such a 
way :is to entirely exclude the air, put 
it in an iion pot of water and let it boil 
steadily. If the water in tbe outside 
vessels boils away replenish it with hot 
water from the teakettle. After three 
hours open tbe pail and turn the beef 
the other side up. Add salt and pepper 
and fill the pail nearly to the top, with 
raw potatoes, cut in thick slices, cover 
again and boil three hours longer. Then 
take out tbe meat, remove the cord and 
place in the centre of a hot platter and 
surround it with boiled rice; put the 
potatoes upon the rice and pour over 
all tbe seasoned extract or gravy. If 
it is inconvenient to have the range oc- 
cupied so long by the kettle, set tbe 
covered pail in the oven and the result 
will be almost equal. In that case it 
will require but five hours' cooking. It 
seems like a long process, but it re- 
quires very little care or watching, and 
if once successfully tried, it is sure to 
become a family institution. If prop- 
erly prepared no one Ilavor predomi- 
nates. 
— 


J'Vtnner's Fruit Uakc.—Two cups of 


dried apples, two cups of molasses, one 
cup of butter, two eggs, one teaspoon- 
ful each of cloves, cinnamon and nut- 
meg, 
three and a balf cups of flour, one 


teaspoonful of soda. Soak the apples 
over night in cold water. Drain and 
chop them to size of raisins, put them 
in the molasses and simmer slowly two 
hours. Add tbe other ingradients, mix 
well, and bake. 


Cinnamon 
Wafers.—One 
pound of 


sugar, one quarter of a pound of butter, 
one tablespoonful of cinnamon, three 
eggs, half a teaspoouful of soda, dis- 
solved in a tablespoouful wine or 
water, Hour enough to roll out. Roll 
thin and bake in a quick-oven. These 
will keep for weeks.
